Swan at Knokke 

Knokke (Dutch pronunciation: ['knokə]) is one of a group of communities 
that are all grouped in the administrative community Knokke-Heist, in the 
province of West Flanders in Flanders, Belgium. Knokke-Heist has 33,818 
inhabitants (2009).Knokke itself has 15,653 inhabitants (2003). 


Knokke is the most North-Eastern seaside resort of the Belgian coast. It lies 
adjacent to the Dutch border; separated from the Dutch territory by the Zwin 
natural reserve. 


Knokke is famous for its beaches and for the dike system to which it owes 
its origins. Knokke came into existence because of the construction of dikes 
to protect the area around the 'Zwin' sea-arm. Originally a vacation haven for 
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the city folk of Brussels in the early 19th century, artists such as James 
Ensor, Alfred Verwee (nl) and others, started to frequent the small hamlet to 
paint its beautiful vistas. The artists rented a small miller's cottage and 
founded the Cercle des Artistes in 1880. It gradually became a resort town 
with upscale clientele, restaurants and shops. St. George's Anglican Church 
serves the English speaking community. 


The largest and most elegant of Belgium's ten casinos, Knokke Casino, is 
located on a sea-side promenade and is open 20 hours a day. 


The town lies at the northern end of the Belgian Coast Tram line and is also 
served by NMBS trains at Knokke railway station.

Waddeston Manor 

Waddesdon Manor is a country house in the village of Waddesdon, in 
Buckinghamshire, England. The house was built in the Neo-Renaissance 
style of a French château between 1874 and 1889 for Baron Ferdinand de 
Rothschild (1839-1898). Since this was the preferred style of the 
Rothschilds it became also known as the Gott Rothschild. The house, set in 
formal gardens and an English landscape park, was built on a barren hilltop 
overlooking Waddesdon village. 


The last member of the Rothschild family to own Waddesdon was James de 
Rothschild. He bequeathed the house and its contents to the National Trust 
in 1957. Today, following an extensive restoration, it is administered by a 
Rothschild charitable trust that is overseen by Jacob Rothschild, 4th Baron 
Rothschild. In 2007—08 it was the National Trust's second most visited paid- 
entry property, with 386,544 visitors

Bruges (/bru : 3/ in English; Dutch: Brugge, [‘brydjo], French: Bruges, 
[ bgy : 3], German: Brügge, ['brygə]) is the capital and largest city of the 
province of West Flanders in the Flemish Region of Belgium. It is located in 
the northwest of the country. 


The area of the whole city amounts to more than 13,840 hectares, including 
1,075 hectares off the coast, at Zeebrugge (meaning "Brugge aan Zee"[2] or 
"Bruges on Sea"[3]). The historic city centre is a prominent World Heritage 
Site of UNESCO. It is oval-shaped and about 430 hectares in size. The city's 
total population is 117,073 (1 January 2008),[4] of which around 20,000 live 
in the city centre. The metropolitan area, including the outer commuter zone, 
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covers an area of 616 km2 (238 sq mi) and has a total of 255,844 inhabitants 
as of 1 January 2008.[5]

Amiens Cathedral 

The Cathedral Basilica of Our Lady of Amiens (French: Basilique 
Cathédrale Notre-Dame d'Amiens), or simply Amiens Cathedral, is a Roman 
Catholic cathedral and seat of the Bishop of Amiens (currently Jean-Luc 
Bouilleret). It is situated on a slight ridge overlooking the River Somme in 
Amiens, the administrative capital of the Picardy region of France, some 120 
kilometres (75 miles) north of Paris. 


Medieval cathedral builders were trying to maximize the internal dimensions 
in order to reach for the heavens and bring in more light. In that regard, the 
Amiens cathedral is the tallest complete cathedral in France, its stone- 
vaulted nave reaching an internal height of 42.30 metres (138.8 ft) 
(surpassed only by the incomplete Beauvais Cathedral). It also has the 
greatest interior volume of any French cathedral, estimated at 200,000 cubic 
metres (260,000 cu yd). The cathedral was built between 1220 and c.1270 
and has been listed as a UNESCO World Heritage Site since 1981.[5] 
Although it has lost most of its original stained glass, Amiens Cathedral is 
renowned for the quality and quantity of early 13th-century Gothic sculpture 
in the main west facade and the south transept portal, and a large quantity of
